a ‘Pact With Soviet 


MOSCOW (UPI)—An Amerie 
can textile combine signed a 
contract here Monday to supply 
20 million dollars worth of equip- 
ment for a huge textile plant in 
the Soviet Union. 

The agreement represented 
one of the biggest trade deals 
between U.S. firms and the So- 
viet Union since the start of the 
cold war.
